When the federal govtmment 


set up the Social Security 
System nearly 49 yean ago It 
toM Americans the maximum 
tax achadule would be 9 per 
cent-a 4* per cent deduction 
from employe pay checks 
matched by a 4% per cent 
contribution from the em- 
ployer. 


At late as 19M Social Security 


was reasonable enough. The 
maximum annual wage levied 
against was $3,000, with a 1.5 
tax against both employe and 
employer. 


In IHO the base taxable wage 


was raised to $4,100, and the tax 
increased to 3 per cent. 


Under the latest federal law, 


effective in 1974, Just a year 
away, the tax base will be in- 
creased to $12,000, and the tax 
rate hiked to S.S per cent on 
both employe and employer. 
That will be a total tax on wages 
and the wage-paying employer 
of 11 per cent-showing how 
worthless is the solemn pledge 
of government to hold the tax 
ceiling at 9 per cent. 


And there is still more bad 


news. 


In 1975 and thereafter Social 


Security benefits will be geared 
to the cost of living—which 
means, as you have already 
guessed, that the tax rate will 
be galloping sky high. 


All this is accounted for by 


inflation—the rising cost of 
living. And who is the culprit ? 
The government, with its 
spendthrift policies and its 
adulteration of the .currency 
with printing press dollars. The 
more dollars in circulation the 
higher consumer prices loom. 
It's that simple. 


How can the private citisen 


help himself ? By simply voting 
against re-election of any 
federal lawmaker who supports 
big spending appropriations 
except those which assure 
permanent improvements for 
the nation. Highways and 
inland navigation projects are 
examples. 


It almost seems that the 


government encourages in- 
flation so it has an excuse to 
increase the Social Security

Calorie measures 
are very accurate

Dear Dr. Lamb—I under- 


stand that a calorie is a unit 
for measuring energy pro- 
duced by food when oxidised 
in the body. I do not under- 
stand how the amount of cal- 
ories for each particular 
food is determined. What is 
done to figure out the cal- 
ories in the foods? In refer- 
ring to different books to 
check the amounts of cal- 
ories in bananas, the amounts 
differed greatly. One book 
said 88 calories while an- 
other said 146 calories. How 
would I know which book 
is right and which ones are 
false? 
."-'"Dear lletoler—'there 'are 
several complex methods of 
measuring calories. These 
are very accurate for the 
specific amount of type of 
food tested in the laboratory 
setting. This information is 
always applicable to the 
foods available in the gro- 
cery stores. Your example 
of a banana is a good one. 
Bananas of different sizes 
have different numbers of 
calories. Often listings mere- 
ly 
make 
approximations. 


What you really need to 
know is how many calories 
are there in a given weight 
of edible food. For example, 
how many calories are there 
in 3Vi ounces (100 grams) of 
the edible part of a banana. 
Calorie values expressed in 
this way are usually very ac- 
curate. 


As a general rule one 


gram of carbohydrate con- 
tains four calories, one gram 
of protein four calories, and 
one gram of fat nine cal- 
ories. These are very gross 
approximations, since a 
gram of protein from meat 
contains more calories than 
a gram of protein from soy- 
beans. The difference is re- 
lated to how much of the 
protein is actually absorbed 
and used during metabolism.

that one pound of lean meat 
is one pound of protein. 
About 70 per cent of its 
weight is water. Dried ap- 
ples contain more calories 
per ounce than fresh apples 
because they contain less 
water. 


To enable people to know 


the calories in foods, I have 
calculated these 
values 


based on analysis from the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture in my new book, "What 
You Need to Know About 
Food & Cooking for Health" 
(Viking Press). The tables of 
common 
food 
values in- 


cluded in this book provide 
the total calorie values for 
3% ounces or 100 grams of 
edible food as wen as the 
calories of protein, fat 
(sat- 


urated, monounsaturated, 
polyunsaturated) and carbo- 
hydrates. You need this kind 
of hard information to know 
what the contents o'f any 
given food item really are. 


When food values are ex- 


pressed in ways other than 
In calories, the information 
is often misleading. A com- 
mon statement is that lean 
round steak is "very low in 
fat." It is by weight, since 
70 per cent of its weight is 
water and only 30 per cent 
of food value. Only 5 per cent 
of its weight is fat, but over 
30 per cent of the total cal- 
ories are from fat. This is 
why food values expressed 
in available calories are a 
must in planning a satis- 
factory diet — whether it is 
for weight loss, preventing 
heart disease, management 
of diabetes or any situation 
where the calorie values of 
all or any of the food con- 
stituents are imoprtant.

old Monsters of the Midway 
probably would crown me, but 
I think the Miami Dolphins con- 
ceivably could beat our Chicago 
Bears of 1940, called the great- 
est professional team of all 
time." 


The man who said that today 


was Sid Luckman, who quarter- 
backed the fabulous Bears of 
the World War II era to four 
National Football League titles, 
the first in an historic 73-0 clob- 
bering of the Washington Red- 
skins in 1940. 


The Dolphins Sunday take a 


12-0 record against the New 
York Giants with a chance to 
match the NFL's season record 
of 13 victories set by the 1934 
Bears and matched by three 
later clubs. The Dolphins also 
could tie the "streak" record of 
13 set by the 1934 Bears. 


Bear owner George Halas al- 


ways has regarded the 1934 
Bears, powered by Beattie 
Feathers and Bronco Nagurski, 


and the Luckman-tod pow- 
erhouses of 1940-41-42 as in a 
class by themselves. 


Luckman, eased out of the 


Bear coaching picture several 
years ago and now a plastics 
firm executive, thinks the Dol- 
phins are great, but their 
coach, Don Shula, even greater. 


In Luckman's book, they 


broke the mold for a peerless 
coach after now-retired Halas, 
but the five-time, all-NFL quar- 
terback asserted: "When I look 
at Shula, he reminds me of 
Halas when I was playing. 


"Shula has the talent of 


knowing what he wants, getting 
it, and maintaining a great 
team esprit de corps. 


"Miami is a magnificently 


balanced team, with the game's 
three finest running backs, 
tremendous receivers and some 
workers playing far above their 
potential, thanks to Shula, who 
did the same thing at Balti- 
more." 


Did Luckman actually believe 


the current Dolphins could whip 
the Bears who made the T For- 
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mation the sourge of pro foot- 
ball in the early 1940s? 


"Well, it's like saying who 


would win between Jack Dem- 
psey and Joe Louis," said 
Luckman. "It would be a meet- 
ing of two super teams, but be- 
cause of size and speed, I'd 
have to go for the Dolphins. 
And that's a brash thing for me

Terming Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn "a rank amateur," Mar- 
vin Miller, executive director of 
the Major League Baseball 
Players Association, has reac- 
ted with anger to the public dis- 
closure of the status of negotia- 
tions between the athletes and 
the owners. 


Commissioner Kuhn revealed 


the owners' proposal in an un- 
precedented step at baseball's 
winter meetings in Hawaii last 
week and Thursday, Miller 
summoned a press conference 
to express his unhappineas with 
the action. 


"It is an act only the moat 


rank amateur would perform," 
said Miller, who handled labor 
negotiations with the steel in- 
dustry before moving into base- 
ball. "Not only has Mr. Kuhn 
shown questionable iMsfrity," 
Miller said, "he has pjMfsrmed 
an extremely destnK^mpcMPc 
terms of the negotiations." 


In Hawaii, the commissioner 


revealed in detail baseball's 
most recent offer in negotia- 
tions for renewal of the ex- 
piring general agreement and 
pension clauses. They included 
the first concession ever made 
in the area of the controversial 
reserve clause that binds a 
player to his team unless sold, 


traded or released. 


But the concession, which of- 


fers free agent status to any 
veteran player not offered at 
toast $90,000 for his sixth major 
league season or 840,000 for his 
ninth year, was rejected as un- 
acceptable by Miller and the 
Players Association. 


"Were it presently in effect," 


said Miller, "this magnanimous 
offer would affect five of the 
960 players on major league 
rosters." 


Instead, the players have 


asked for free agent status 
after seven yean, 12 years and 
17 years, regardless of salary. 
Additionally, after five years as 
a professional, three in the ma- 
jors, a player would become a 
free agent if he is earning less 
than the average big league 
salary, now figured at about 
132,000. 


Miller called the Players As- 


sociation offer, "a modest pro- 
posal which goes to the prob-" 
lems of all players, whether 
they are superstars, regulars or 
reserves." 


The players also are asking 


for a boost in their minimum 
salary from the current $13,500 
to $15,500 in 1973, $16,500 in 1974 
and $17,500 in 1975. The owners 
had offered $500 boosts per 
year, reaching $15,000 in 1975.
